SHOOTING WITNESSED BY MANY 


Sitterding Forced Policeman at Point 


of Gun to Walk From Ewing to 


Brownstown. 


A fte r compelling the Town M a r­ 
shal Jo h n Russell to w alk from Ew ing 
to 
Brow nstow n at the point 
of a 
revolver Herm an Sitterdin g was shot 


and seriously wounded by the officer 
about o o’clock 
F rid a y 
afternoon 
while he was trying to escape. 
The 
injured man Was placed in the coun­ 
ty ja il, and while his wounds are 
serious it is thought they will not 
prove fatal. 
The facts leading up to the s h o o t­ 


ing are somewhat unusual, and are 
sim ilar 
to the 
thrilling 
wild 
west 
n arratives found in the yellow back 
novels. 
Sitterding, who resides at 
Ew ing, was under the influence of 
liquor it is said, and went into B ro ck ’s 
drug store at Ew ing. 
He talked for 
a few minutes with the clerk, Joh n 
W elsh, and when the latter walked 
to the back part of the store, S itte r­ 
ding stepped behind the counter and 
took a revolver which was in 
the 
case. 


About that time Jo h n Russell, the 
town m arshal, stepped into the store, 
but 
did 
not 
know that 
there 
was 
trouble 'o f any kind. 
He saw that 
Sitterding was handling a 
revolver 
but thought that he was intending to 


purchase it 
and paid no attention 
to his actions. 
W hen the m arshal 
walked up to Sitterding however, the 
latter suddenly covered the officer 
and told him he was going to take him 
to ja il. 
Sitterding took hold of Ru s­ 
sell’s arm and with the revolver point­ 
ed at his head started him to B ro w n s­ 
town. 
A number o f people saw the 
two men walking along the street, but 
as the occurrence was 
s o 
unusual 
most o f them thought that there w as! 
no seriously trouble and gave the 
m atter little attention. 
In the mean 
time the m arshal was wondering how ; 
he could arrest his man. 


The policeman was w aiting for his 
chance to cover Sitterdin g and tin* 
opportunity came when they reached 
the Farm ers’ store on north Main 
street. 
W hen they were waUuug past 
this store fo r some reason Sm erding, 
who had hold o f the officer’s arm with 
one hand and was leveling the revol- I 
ver at his head with the other, de­ 
cided to hold him by the other arm. 
W hen he released his hold upon the 
m arshal’s arm and started to walk 


around him, Russell quickly dropped 
below the level of the revolver. 
A 
number o f bystanders who witnessed 


the occurrence declare that Sitterding | 
shot as the m arshal stooped down. | 
This morning, however, a story was j 
circulated that Sitterding did not lire j 
and that his revolver was not loaded. ! 


A s soon as Sitterding fired the shot 
he started to run, but had not gone | 
very fa r until Russell fired, the bullet 
taking effect in his left side.

ding was running rapidly and started 
to turn the corner, but because of the 
wound, or his intoxicated condition. 


slipped and fell. 
W hen he fell to the 
.ground his revolver fell from his 
hand. 
The m arshal was close upon 
him and covered him with his pistol.

Sitterding 
started to reach fo r the weapon the 
m arshal w a s ready to fire again, but 
did not do so because o f the adv ice o f 
A. J . Brodhecker who was standing

Brodhecker 
realized 
that 
if 
the 
policeman 
fired 
Sitterding 
would 
probably be fa ta lly injured as the 
officer was taking careful aim. and 
shouted to Russel not to fire, but to 
have Sitterding throw up his hands. 
Instantly Sitterding obeyed the com ­ 
mand. 
The m arshal took |K>ssession 
o f the revolver which was in Sitter- 
ding’s possession and with the a s ­ 
sistance of Deputy Sheriff Van Ro b ­ 
ertson, who had been notified of the 
trouble the man was taken to the 
county jail. 


A t first if was thought that S itte r­ 
ding was fa ta lly wounded, but 
Dr. 
Zaring was called to make an exam ­ 
ination and found that his injuries 
were not serious. 
The bullet went 


eom pletlv through his body on the left 
side, but did not penetrate the lung, 
lie is resting as well as could be ex­ 
pected, and no serious results are 


anticipated unless com plications de- 
velope. 
'file injured man is about 
thirty-tw o years o f age and is m ar­ 
ried and has several small children. 
He has never been in trouble before 
and when sober was regarded as a 
peaceable citizen. 
No arrests have 
been made, although Sitterding was 
placed in jail. 
There seems to be some question as 
i to whether Sitterding fired the shot 
at tin* pdicem an and whether or not 
his revolver was loaded.

with a large amount o f disfavor. 
The ordinance a s it was first passed 
provided that 
before any repairing

placed in the street and any dirt, no 
m atter how small the amount, could 
be removed the bond and permit must j 
be obtained.

GEN. SMITH BREAKS 


SILENCE OF YEARS 


“Hell Roaring Jake" Has Genie 


Out In Hie Open. 


Toledo. ()., Feb. 4.— After a silence 
of ten years, since his enforced retire­ 
ment from the United S tates army. 
Gen. Jacob ii. Smith, better known as 
"Hell Roaring Ja k e ,” has come out iii 
tho open and tells some inside facts as 
to ids orders when he was sent to the 
S a m a r islands to quell an outbreak of 
savages, scoring Colonel Roosevelt in 
his 
remarks. 
Tile 
outbreak 
came 
when General Smith was elected presi­ 
dent of a men s club of an Episcopal 
church at Portsmouth, and was called 
on for a speech. 
General Smith said: 
"W hile I was still in the Philippines 
I received orders assigning me to the 
departm ent of Texas, but th ese were 
rescinded and I received o rders to pro­ 
ceed at once to S a m a r to suppress an 
outbreak am ong the natives. 
lf I 
would make public the n a tu re of those 
orders, your hair would stan d on end. 
"W hen we got to Ballangiga, in Sa­ 
mar, we found th** wounded had been 
m utilated and burned. 
I gave instruc­ 
tions to my men to fight the savages 
to a finish, but to my knowledge not 
a single woman or child was killed by 
my soldiers during my campaign. 
We 
taught the savages a lesson that they 
needed badly. 
"W hen I came back to this country 
I was pictured as a monster, instead 
of coming home a hero, as I expected. 
I was retired two years before m y time 
had expired by that man Roosevelt, 
who afterw ard lauded his friend. Gen­ 
eral Wood, to the skies for a similar 
campaign in the Philippine*, except 
that Wood did not sp a re anybody of 
either sex. 
“To my knowledge Theodore Roose­ 
velt has never hesitated in sacrificing 
a friend to further his own insane 
ambitions and desires for p o p u la rity /’
